Along with these authorized sources of 
corruption there has grown up a number of 
other evils for which the present Adminis- 
tration is also primarily responsible, While 
as yet no licenses have been granted to 
thievege their business has been indirectly 
encouraged by the protection given to dis- 
feputable pawnbrokers and “fences,” to 
whom stolen goods are carried and sold. The 
Mayor did not state in his speech how many 
receivers of stolen goods were on the books 
of the police. But we judge that there must 
be more than fourteen. They have plied 
their calling with such industry that it is 
much easier to get back stolen goods than to 
prevent their being stolen or to punish the 
étealers. The arguments in favor of a sys- 
tem of licensed fences are precisely the 
same as those which justify public gam- 
bling-houses. The Mayor might have said 
that “Men will steal and will dis- 
pose of their stealings, and it is bet- 
ter for the police to bare an under- 
standing with receivers of stolen goods 
than to persecute them and blackmail! them.” 
The same argument can be applied to all 
lawbreakers and criminals, and municipal 
government in the end be made only a com- 
promise between society and those who prey 
upon it. 


to inspect and regulate unlawful institutions, 
it follows that law-abiding citizens do not get 
the protection which they need. The streets 
are not patrolled with that view; erime is 


not prevented, but compounded’ the youth of 


the city are not guarded, and the resorts of 
suspicious and evil characters are not broken 
up. There are scores of places where minors 
may take easy lessons in drunkenness, lewd- 
ness, and crime every day in the week, Sun- 
days included.

POLITICS IN THE MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

Mr. Harrison had the bravery or hardihood 
to say yesterday, in his speech to the Dem- 
ocratic City Convention, that he had tried 
“torun the Mayor’s office on strictly busi- 
ness principles, and to keep it clear of pol- 
itics.”” His memory is very short. A few 
months ago he was serving both as the Mayor 
of Chicago and as Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Campaign Committee: and he mixed 
up the duties of the two offices in such a way 
that it was difficult to tell when he was act- 
ing in one capacity and when in the other. 
At that time the Mayor seemed to be com- 
pletely under the power of the Chairman of 
| the Campaign Committee. We have never 
been abie to tell precisely whether it was the 
Mayor or the Chairman that got thé city 
employés together, and had them sworn 
to be faithful and true partisan Dem- 
ocrats on election~<lay; whether it 
was. Mayor Harrison or Chairman Harri- 
son that had the clerks, policemen, fire- 
men, and other city employés levied on, and 
assessed, and intimidated by the Campaign 
Committee; or whether the right hand was 
at all times in ignorance of what the left 
hand was doing. 

It was Chairman Harrison, we believe, 
who issued a circular to the faithful all over 
the State informing them that Cook County 
was going to roll up such an enormous ma- 
jority for Hancock and English that their 
election was sure. But it was Mayor“ 
Harrison who appointed 800 to 1,000 illegal 
“special” policemen, the offscourings of 
the slums of the city, to protect (?) the 
polls against the honest and decent citizens 
who had the richt to be there.

All persons found in the 
Une after having voted, and all persons found 
twice in the line without having offéred their 
ballots, shall¥be gf once removed. This order is 
binding, and all 222 acting under the au- 
thority of the United States Marshal, the Mayor 
of the City of Chicago, or the Sheriff of Cook 
County shull see that it is enforced.

The main, in fact, the only substantial 
claim which Mr. Harrison will present as a 
commendation of his Administration is that 
the financial coadition of the city is now 
good. This is true, but Mr. Harrison’s credit 
in the matter ts Amited to the simple fact 
that he has adhered closely to the policy 
established by Mayor Heath and practiced 
by bim for the thus years immediately pre- 
ceding Harrison’gelection. 

When Mayor Heath yas elected in 1876 the 
City Government was "practically bankrupt. 
It had neither money nor credit, and was 
buried under negrly four millions of protest- 
ed, overdue, and in fact, illegally issued, 
scrip. It could not borrow money to pay the 
halt year’s interest on the city debt. In May, 
1876, the city had by the most vigorous up- 
rising routed. the whole Colvin Democratic 
régime, which had openly defied public sen- 
timent, and was insolent in its supremacy. 
An almost entirely new City Council was 
elected. As soon asthe Republican Coun- 
cil could get rid of the holdover Dem- 
ocratic Mayor i¢. proceeded to the work 
of reform under the lead of Mayor 
Heath. It dismissed one-third of the 
army of city officers; it reduced the salaries 
of others; it repealed or sus peuded wild and 
extravagant appropriations made by the pre- 
ceding corrupt Democratic Council. In the 
tragment of the first municipal year the city 
expenditures were reduced nearly two mill- 
ions, more than a million of the floating debt 
was paid off, and the annual tax was re- 
duced one milion. The saving of that year 
was repeated on an enlarged scale during the 
second and third years of Mayor Heath’s 
Administration. In the meantime the Re- 
publican Legislatiire, at the request of the 
Republican City Government, had enacted 
the law reimposing all the taxes of 1873, 1874, 
and 1875 which had not been collected 
through Democratic obstinacy in refusing 
to comply with the State law. In 1877, 1878. 
1879, and 1880 these back taxes have been 
coming inte the Treasury. So far as they 
were collected during Mayor Heath’s term, 
they were applied by him in discharging the 
floating debt. u the same time, added to 
the new policy.of reserving a portion of each 
appropriation, there was laid the foundation 
for that sifmplus of eash in the City Treasury 
which has the city te’ gradually sus- 
pend the issue of scrip earry on the City 


| Government with cash and without berrow- 


ing a dollar. 

When Mr, Heath went out of office a com- 
paratively smali portion of the back taxes 
had been collected, but still, with what had 
been and with what he had saved during his 
three years’ service, he had paid off nearly 
all the millions of scrip outstanding when he 
entered office, and left in the Treasury to his 
successor nearly $600,000 cash to constitute a 
fund with which to begin cash payments. 

Mr. Harrison found this policy in success- 
ful operation when he entered the Mayor’s 
office two year ago. He found the policy of 
saving, economy, and restriction in expendi- 
ture actually in successful progress. He 
found $600,000 cash with which to begin 
official housekeeping, and with the old taxes 
calling for nearly two millions of dollars 
levied and awaiting collection. Without 
proving personally dishonest, he could not 
depart from this establiehed, successful, and 
economical system instituted and carried on 
by his Republican predecessor, and to-day 
the highest credit he can claim is that he has 
adnered to and carried out the financial sys- 
tem founded by that Republican predecessor 
and Republican City Government. 

The very existence, or the possibility of 
the existence, of the present cash surplus in 
the Treasury with which to carry on the 
City Government without scrip is due to the 
Republican Councils elected in 1876-77-78, 
and their policy, continued since then to 
this time, and te the energy of the Republic- 
an Mayor who governed from 1876 to.

“or damaged.” The rule in the past has 
deen to award damages for what is kno@n 
as“ physical injury” to property. That is 
to say, in the case of the construction of a 
viaduct, the owners of abutting houses on 
the approach would be entitled to compensa- 
tion to the amount necessary to place their 
houses on the new grade, and make the street 
and the use thereof just as accessible 
as it had been before. But the new theory 
of law laid down by the Supreme Court in- 
cludes a recognition of indirect or conse- 
quential damages {n cases where there has 
been no actual or physical changes in the 
condition of property by reason of the public 
Improvement. 

This new element in the law of damages is 
a most serious menace to the taxpayers of 
the city. Wherever a bridge or viaduct has 
been constructed—and both are necessary 
to business and essential to public safety— 
claimants for damages will come forward by 
the score and hundred from the cross-streets 
whenever they shall be able to show toa 
sympathetic jury any depreciation from 
whatever cause in the estimated value of 
their property or in the rental they are able 
to obtain for it. itis well known that in all 
cases where a private person is the com- 
plainant and the city the detendant the sym- 
pathy of the jury is with the former, and, 
contrary to the rule of law, the defendant is 
deprived of the benefit of any doubt. The 
verdict is almost uniformly against the 
mynicipal corporation. The general tax- 
payers may be fleeced in enormous amounts 
under such a construction of the law as the 


Supreme Court has laid down, for specu-" 


lative lawyers will be ready and eager to 
bring suite against the city without retain- 
ers, and trast toa division of the spoils for 
their fees. The Tper-cent limitation of taxes 
does not include the judgments secured 
against the city, and the taxes may and must 
be increased to the extent that consequential 
damages to property on the cross-streets 
shall be allowed, not merely in the case of 
bridges and viaducts that shall be construct- 
ed in the future, but also in the case of those 
which have already been built within five 
years. The only protection which the city 
has against the ex-post-faucto damages is in 
the general statute of limitations, which pro- 
vides that “Actions to recover damages for 
an injury done to property, real or personal, 

. Shall be commenced within five years 
next after the cause of action accrued.” 

It is very plain that the case in which this 
new rule of indirect damages has been de- 
veloped should have a rehearing and more 
deliberate consideration. The local Courts, 
withafull knowledge of the peril which 
would be visited upon the Municipal Treas- 
ury by admitting the theory of consequential 
damages, decided against the complainant. 
This decision was sugtained by the Appellate 
Court, which followed the old rule. The re- 
versal by the Supreme Court seems to have 
been determined by the Judges who have 
not had the same opportunities to estimate 
the great cost to cities, the defeat of needed 
public improvements, and the large amount 
of injustice to taxpayers which must result 
from this new and sweeping theory of dam- 
ages. 

If the opinion of the Supreme Court is to 
stand, then the proceeding in every proposi- 
tion for a new viaduct in any part of the city 
must be cautious and provisional, It will 
not be safe to order the construction of any 
public improvement, in fact, without first 
obtaining a legal release from all property- 
owners whose interests may be affected in 
the most remote and indirect manner of all 
claim for damages. Any other process will 
involve the general taxpayers ina risk of 
serious loss to which their representatives 
cannot fairly subject them. If it shall be- 
come necessary to approach every public 
improvement with such great caution, the 
result will certainly be to retard the progress 
of a great and growing city like Chicago.

CLERES AND THEIR WAYS. 
The investigations of our reporters into the 
methods and habits of the young men con- 
nected with the Board of Trade as settle- 
ment-clerks shows a condition of things in 
that juvenile clearing-house which loudly 
calls for reform. And this demand, if any- 
thing, is emphasized by the recent tragedy at 
Lake View, the principal actor in which was 
connected with this department of the Board. 
It is the universal testimony that the young 
man Seymour, when he was first employed 
in the clearing-house, was steady, industri- 
ous, exemplary, and good-principied. That 
he did not long remain so ts shown by this 
tragedy, by the associations which led up to 
it, and by the company he was in fhe habit 
of keeping at the time hecommitted the deed. 
From his own observatians, and from con- 
versations with members of the Board, Tur 
TRIBUNE reporter formed a by no means flat- 
tering estimate of the character of these young 
men, of their conduct, or of the influences 
which surround them. It is not to be ex- 
pected that seventy-five or a hundred young 
fellows, ranging from 16 to 20 years old, 
thrown together without responsibility and 
without any real restraint,—dor the room- 
keeper and private policeman stagioned there 
exercise very little of the latter,—would con- 
duct themselves with the goed order, dignity, 
and decorum that prevail in the ordinary 
walks of life; nor is it to be expected that 
they can refrain from levity, and fun, and 
practical joking. If they went no further 
than this, there would be little ground for 
complaint, but they go so far beyond this 
that their conduct appears not onlyin the 
light of a nuisance, but of a positive evil that 
needs prompt and thorough correction. Said

LIGHTING THE CITY BY MOONLIGHT 


> ‘The plan in use in this city for lizhting the 


street-lamps by reference to the moon as 
well as the sun, has saved a areat deal of 


| money to the taxpayers of Chicago during 


the seven and a half years that it has been in 
force. The idea of Osing moonlight is an 
excellent one, and it was especially valuable, 
in an economical point of view, while the 
City Treasury was impoverished by the fire, 
and subséquently by the panic of 1873. But, 
like some other good things, it has been 
dlightly overdone. The plan, as laid be 
fore the Common Council Committee on 
Gas, involved the lighting of the street 
lamps in the business portions of the 
city -durimg the whole night and 
extinguishing them darimg moonlight in the 
much larger area outside, The reason for 
this proposed discrimination was the fact 
that the moonlight is of very little value 
when intercepted by buildings; in other 
words, it must shine directly on the streets 
to be. of service. But it was thought by some 
members of the Committee that any discrim- 
ination might be complained of by taxpayers, 
and so it was deci to serve all parts of 
the city alike, except bridge-approaches 
and the tunnels under the river. | 

Since that time no effort has been made to 
effect a change; but the evil of dark streets 
has gone Jn increasing with the growth of 
the area devoted to business. A great many 
more people are now satisfied that the busi- 
ness portions of the city ought to be lighted 
up daring the whole night, and not a few of 
them have at times loudly blamed for the 
omission the man who argued against it. 

During about a fortnight in each month, if 
the skies be clear, the moon gives more light 
than the street-lamps, and the latter 
are entirely unnecessary, provided that 
the moonshine falls upon the piace 
where people want to see. Otherwise 
the moon’s rays are of scarcely any value, 
as they do not shine round a corner.“ Any 
one familiar with the topography of the city 
is well aware that in much the largest portion 
of the corporate area the @reets are open 
erbugh to make the moonlight available on 
the sidewalks and in the roadway. He alse 
knows that there are smaller areas within 
which the moonshine is of po avail, except 
as it renders the darkness more hideous by 
contrast with walls illuminated for a few 
feet below the cornice. Such should be 
lighted by gas. There are other portions 
of the city in reference to which a difference 
of opinion might be entertained; these 
should be passed on by the city authorities. 
Perhaps the latter areas would have to be 
left as now for awhile, but those which un- 
disputably belong to the second noted class 
ougbt to be attended to forthwith. The ap- 
propriations for street-lighting, etc., are now 
before the Council, and should be made with 
reference to this very poiut. Let us have 
more light. ae 


PULLING TEETH. 

The disagreement of the jury in the case of 
Miss Bales against McChesney Brothers, 
dentists, looks very mueh like an outrage, 
and one which naturally is calculated to 
arouse feelings of indignation. The lady in 
question went to these dentists to have five 
decayed teeth pulled out. While under the 
influence of laughing-gas they pulled out 
every tooth she kad in the upper jaw. Of 
course, being unconscious, she was at their 
mercy. It they had been so disposed they 
might have pulled out every tooth she had in 
her lower jaw, and then finished up the job by 
pulling out the jaw also. Other vietims have 
made the same charges against the same 
deritists, and for aught we know their office 
may be filled with teeth extracted without 
authority; but this is not particularly 
to the point. One case is sufficient 
for comment. The McChesney Brothers 
claimed that they pulled out the 
other teeth because they were unsound, 
while the plaintiff claimed that they were 
healthy, though she could not prove it, be- 
cause the dentists had the teeth in their 
possession, and cid not care to produce them. 
Miss Bales wanted five teeth pulled, and these 
dentists pulled fifteen. It is to be presumed 
Miss Bales owned her teeth and was compe- 
tent to say what should be done with them, 
though the McChesney Brothers seem to 
imagine that the moment a patient gets into 
their operating- chair and is under the in- 
fluence of laughing-gas he surrenders all 
control over his jaw. Having ordered them 
to pull five teeth, it was their business to 
pull five and not fifteen, and it was none of 
their business whether they were decayed or 
not. A surgeon who is ordered to 
amputate a finger might with equal 
propriety claim the right to saw 
off the whole ten, or a physician called in to 
cure one disease administer medicines for a 
dozen others. If this is the style in which 
the McChesney Brothers do business, if they 
are the seif-constituted judges as to the num- 
ber of teeth a patient must lose, and the lat- 
ter has no right to specify how many he 
wants out, then the public would do well not 
to all rush to that office at once, if they have 
any regard to the condition of their jaws. 
Meanwhile, the jury which could not agree 
in this agaravating outrage ought to be com- 
pelled fo undergo a session in McChesney 
Brothers’ chairs when the latter felt them- 
selves to be ina peculiarly cheerful and ac- 
commodating mood as to other people's teeth.

A repiy to Archbishop MeCabe’s recent 
pastoral, attacking the Ladies’ Land League, 
appeared in the Dublin Freeman’s Journal 
March 17 from Mr. A. M. Sullivan. Mr. 
Sullivan says he hopes that on calm refiec- 
tion Archbishop MeCabe ill own and regret 
the wrong he has done The pure, devoted 
Catholic ladies who belong to the Ladies’ 
Land League have brothers, fathers, and 
husbands who cannot allow such imputations 
to pass unnoticed. It is terribly dangerous 
for any man, especially a prelate of the 
Church, to impute niotives and to assume to 
read the inner hearts of others. Thou shalt 
not bear false Witness’ against thy 
neighbor.” Mr. Ballivan puts “it to 
the Archbishop as 4 matter of conscience, 
if he is justified in publicly insulting 
some of the most exemplary and devoted 
children of the Church, who dre known to 
their pastors as models of every virtue which 
exalts and adorns Christian women. [If 
everything should be left to the ordinary 
holy associations of men and women (such 
as the various sodalities and religious con- 
fraternities}, what about the Ladies’ League 
which was started sixteen months ago by 
the Duchess of Mariboro’ and which had 
in it many ladies known to enjoy his Grace’s 
high friendship and favor? Did he de 
nounce them ina pastoral letter? In plain 
language, his Grace does not like the Land 
League nor Parnell. This is the whole 
story.

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FIRE RECORD. 


AT WHEELING, W. VA» 
umd, W. Va., March %.—One of the 
most destructive fires that has occurred in this 
city for years was witnessed this morning by the 
burning of the furniture factory of G. Mendel 
& Co., located on Eoff street, adjoining the coun- 
ty jail. The fire was discovered about halt - past 
8 o'clock by an inmate of the jail, and spread 
with greaf rapidity to all parts of the building, 
which was filled with tumber and a large quan- 
tity of manufactured articles, euch as sofas, 
bedsteads, chairs, and other furniture, and 
these only served to feed the devouring 
flames. The beat was 80 intense that the 
firemen could not approach withio a reasonable 
distance of the fire, bence thefr operations were 
necessarily circumscribed. The window-frames 
of the jail ignited and were soon burned out. 
but the roof wall of the building being fre- 
proof no fu was made. The 
prisoners in the 3 tiers of the jail were re- 
moved to safe quarters. In twenty minutes 
after the alarm was struck the furniture factory 
was enveloped in flames, and ali hope of saving 
it was abandoned and attention given to the 
buildings on the south side of the burning 
house, also belong to the Mendel estate. 
Mendeis ioss on stock will be from 
$10,000, upon which they have 
an insurance of $3,000 in the Home and 
Columbus companies. The origin of the fire is 
undoubtedly incendiary, as no fre was used in 
that portion of the buiiding where it was dis- 
covered.

& O. failed, and their stock in the Oregon 
Steam Navigation Company was divided among 
the creditoré. At this time the stock was very 
valuable, but the depression that became gen- 
| eral throughout the country affected the Com- 
pany, and the stock fell. Several shrewd men 
saw that the property of the Company was very 
valuabie, and they determined to get control of 
it at a low cost. A sort of syndicate was formed 
in which Henry Villard, S. T. Reed, J. C. Ains- 
worth, W. H. Starbuck, of New York, and oth- 
ers, were the moving spirits. lt is 
chafged that a systematic effort Was made 
to depress the stock and frigstes 
holders into selling.

Carpaccio has been compared to Fra An- 
gelico, and te Memling, on account of his 
exquisit grace, delicacy, and poetry. Unlike 
his contemporaries, he always represents the 
beauty of religion as ‘ 3 the present 
world.” Of the painters of his age there 
was certainly none more sympathetic, none 
more charming, none more unaffected, none 
more true. ell, indeed, did his chief bio- 
grapher, Zanetti, say of unn, Axeva in eu- 
ore la verita”—“ He had truth in his heart.”

It is due to 
the work done in the Scriptorium that 
sacred literature hascome to us through 
such a mass of original manuscripts, ver- 
sions, and selections. While many of the most 
valuable werks of antiquity have utterly 
perished, and many more are preserved in a 
single copy, it is estimated that there are in 
existence no less than 1,763 manuscripts of 
tha whole or portions of the New Testament, 
ranging in date from the fourth to the six- 
teenth century.

In treating at length of a few of- the most 
valuable of codices, the famous treasure 
of the Vatican Library deserves the first 

lace, as the oldest and most reliable of the 

low Testagnens manuscripts. The origin of 
this manuscript is unkno but it has prob- 
ably been in the library of the Vatican since 
its foundation. It appears in the first catalog 
ot the library, published in 1475, and is 
assigned by most crities to as early a date as 
the beginning of the fourth century. The 
first mention of it &ppears in the corre- 
spondence between Sepulreda and Erasmus 
upon the publication of the first printed 
Testament. It containsa part of the Septua- 

int Old Testament and the whole of the 
New Testament, with the exception of the 
A aly De, Paul's Epistles to Timothy, 
Titus, and Philemon. Hebrews is also de- 
fective from the ninth chapter, fourteenth 
verse, to the end of the epistle. These de- 
ficiencles have been supplied by a fitteenth 
century hand. 

In form the manuscript is a quarto, ten by 
ten and one-half inches, and contains 759 
pages. Its leaves are of the most delicate 
vellum, and are arranged with three columns 
to a page. Later hands have changed its 
original appearance and arred its beauty. 
The larger part of it has been retraced two 
or three times, and breathings, punctuation, 
accents, and capitals added. The divisions 
of its text are peculiar to itself. Matthew it 
divides into seventeen parts, Mark sixty-two, 
Luke 152, and John eighty. 

The Papal Government: has always fully 
recognized the value of this ancient manu- 
script, and no one of its many treasures has 
it more jealously guarded. Various colla- 
tions of it have been made under the anthor- 
ity of the Pope, but they are of little value. 
A complete transcript of it appeared in 185s 
12 under che direction of Cardina 

ai. This edition, however, was very de- 
fective, and in 1866 Tischendorf made its de- 
fects known to the Pope, and requested per- 
mission to edit the manuscript himself. 
The Po evaded the request, 
but finally gave him access to the 
precions volume for the purpose of 
comparing some disputed passages. Tisch- 
endort took advantage of this privilege to 
copy several pages. This the Pope chose to 

rd as a breach of trust and withdrew his 
permission. Upon further application con- 
sent to examine it wasagain granted, and 
during the forty-two hours in which he 
worked over the manuscript Tischendorf 
rformed the wonderful feat of fully collat- 
tng the first three Gospels and all doubtful 
passages, besides copying in fae-simile some 
twenty pages. It is to this hasty collation 
that we owe our best knowledge of the Codex 
Vaticanus. 

Although the most reliable of the manu- 
scripts, Codex B is by no means infallible. 
Its peculiar faults are the omission of words 
(the number of which is estimated at 2,556), 
and the substitution of one letter for 
another of a similar sound or a 
Thus in Matt. xxvii., 28, for usantes, 
Codex B would have us read usantes, 
“And they clothed him, and put on him a 
Scarlet robe.“ 

We now turn to the famous Sinal MSS.., 
Codex X, which for its t value and ro- 
mantic history has a peculiar interest. 

In 1844, while Tischendorf was traveling in 
the East, he found. in the Convent of St. 
Catherine on Mt. Sinai, forty-three leaves of 
the Septuagint version of the Old Testament. 
He at once recognized them as old and 
valuable, and, rescu from waste- 
basket to which they had been consigned, 
begged them of the monks. He made in- 
quiries regarding the other leaves of the 
manuscript, but having given the monks an 
idea of their value, they carefully concealed 
the remainder of the manuscript from him. 
He finally returned to Saxony wich his forty- 
three leaves, and called them in honor of the 
Elector the Cod. Frederico-Augustanus. 
1853 Tischendorf 1 again the convent 
instituted inqul regarding the missing 
manusertpt. But the monks were as jealous 
of it as before. A third visit, however, was 
made in 1859, this time under the patron 
of the E ror of Russia. As a euriosi ty 
the ste of the convent brought forwa 
an ancient parchment which was kept in his 
cell. What was Tischendorf’s joy to find it 
the missing py the following 
night he pored over its pages, deeming ita 
sin to sleep. On leaving the East the monks 
presented the volume to him to bear as a 

ft to the Emperor of Russia. Tischendorf 

rought it to eg and deposited it at St. 
Ptersburg, where it is now preserved. It 
is the only uncial containing the New Testa- 
ment entire. It furthermore gives us the 
only copy of the Epistle of abas and the 
Shepherd of Hermes in the Greek. The man- 
uscript bears every mark of greatage. It is 
written, four columns to the page, on skins 
somewhat larger and coarser than those of 
Cod. B. Its uncial characters bear a striking 
likeness to those of the Vatican 1 
but are somewhat larger. The date of its 
transcription can hardly be placed later than 
the middie of the fourth century. The pres- 
ence of thetwo uncanonical episties points 
to the time when the canon was unsettled. 
Nor, on the other hund, can we place it much 
earlier, since it contains the divisions into 
the Eusebian canons which came into use 
about 350 A. D. Some critics suppose it to 
be one of the fifty copies of the Scriptures 
which the Emperor Constantine ordered Eu- 
sebius to procure for his new churches at 
Constantinople, The sheets of the manu- 
scripts are arranged in sets of four, and Eu- 
| sebius tells us that the arrangement of the 
leaves of the fifty copies obtained by him 
was in threes and fours (tern- 
jones et quaterniones). If this supposi- 
tion is correc its date is not later 
than 340 A. „ the year of Eusebius’ 
death. This manuscriptis, therefore, slight- 
ly inferior to Cod. Bin age. It is also in- 
ferior in some other respects. It is more 
carelesly transcribed. Many lines are wholly 
omitted. The scribe also undertook to 
amend the text. In Mark, xiv., the text is 
curiously altered in order to reconcile the 
discrepancy between its account and that of 
Matthew. In verse 30 the word “twice ” is 
omitted: and the cock crew” in verse 68 
while the words “twice” and “the second 
time” do not appear in verse 72. The man- 
uscript bears marks of ten revisions, and the 
whole text has been retraced by an eighth 
‘century hand. 

Under the patronage of the Emperor, 
Tischendorf published a fac-simile edition 
of the parchment in 1862. 

Codex Alexandrinus, if of less intrinsic 
value than its older fellows, has proved the 
most useful ot our manuscripts. Its native 
— 1 is Alexandria, whence it was carried 

y a patriarch of Constantinople, and by him 
swe py to Charles I. of England. It 

ormed a part of the King’s private library 
until 1753, when it was transferred to the li- 
brary of the British Museum, then recently 
founded. 

Its pages (13x10 in.), written in double col- 
— are 773 in number. The Old Testa- 
ment is nearly complete, but the New Testa- 
ment has lost many leaves. The Gospel rec- 
ord begins at Matt. xxv., 6, and is further de- 
fective from John vi., 50, to viii., 52. The 
larger part of the Second Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians is also missing. Besides the canoni- 
cal books it contains St. Clement’s first letter 
to the Corinthians anda part of the second.

Codex Bezae, sometimes called the Cam- 
bridge manuscript, and D of the Gospels and 
Acts, was presented by Beza to Cambridge 
University in 1581.

In 1707 thirty-five of its leaves were stolen. 
One was disposed of in Holland, and the re- 
mainder were sold to the Earl of Oxford, 
Queen Anne’s Lord Treasurer. This single 
leaf was first restored, and in 1789 Ear! Ox- 
ford’s son returned the sheets in his poases- 
sion. With the exception of afew pages Cod 
D is a complete copy of the Episties. 

It will not be necessary to speak at length 
of the other uncial manuscripts. With the 
exception of a few fragments, all are of a 
later date and inferior value. 

‘Before turning to the versions we may, 
however, profitably glance at a few .of the 
best of cursive manuscripts. Of the six- 
teen hundred cursive copies and parts of 
copies of the New Testament, few have been 
thoroughly collated. Cod. 33 is regarded as 
the most valuable of the cursive copies.

THE NEW JERUSALEM. 

A SUCCINCT EXPLANATION OF THE DOC- 
TRINES OF THE SWEDENBORGIAN CHURCH.

A correspondent who signs himself J. 
H. S.,“ sends us the following: “ With ref- 
erence to the article which. appeared in the 
Republican of Monday, under the caption 
of ‘ The New Jerusalem,’ and in view of the 
interest which has probably been awakened 
in the public mind bythe entrance of the 
Rev. Mr. King into the communion to learn 
something of the doctrines of the Church, 
you will perhaps be gratified to publish the 
following brief statement respecting the lead- 
ing views held by New Church people. The 
fundamental doctrine of the New Church is 
that in the Lord Jesus Christ resides the 
trinity of Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, in 
the same manneras there is with man the 
indwelling spirit or soul, the natural body 
inclosing it, and a sphere of influence 
proceeding from these two. Previous to the 


incarnation there was no Son; neither was 


there a Holy Spirit, as it is said in the 
Word: The Holy Spirit was not yet, because 
Jesus was not glorified.” The incarnation 
consisted in the assumption by Jehovah of 
the human form in the person of Jesus of 
Nazareth. This natural body was gradually 
made divine, or glorified, until at last all 
materiality was lost, and it became spirit, 
and one with the indwelling divine, and is 
now the abiding tabernacle of deity. Hence 
our Lord left nothing in the sepulchre, but 
rose with all his parts glorified or deified. At 
the time of the advent men for ages had been 
spiritually declining, until the lowest limit 
was reached, and the devils of Heil were 
actua ily taking complete possession of them, 
as recorded in Holy Writ; and unless the 
Redeemer had come all would have been 
totally lost. God ont of Christ is a consum- 
ing fire.’ Therefore Jehovah, as He is in His 
essence, could not approach the devils in 
Hell and reduce them to order; but by the as- 
sumption.of a glorified human form and pass- 
age through the world of spirits He pred A 
so. Neither could He have communed with 
man, for the brightness of His presence 
would have deprived man of all conscious 
lite. God was in Christ — the 
world to Himself’; and a sacrifice of one 
God was not made to appease the 
wrath. of another, and thereby recon- 
cile the latter to mankind. The passion 
of the cross was the last act in the process of 
making the human derived from Mary a part 
of the internal divine. Our Lord appears in 
the heavens as a sun, and from Him proceed 
sviritual heat and light, corrésponding to the 
heat and light emitted by sun of the 
natural world; and this proceeding divine, 
termed the Holy Spirit, enters man as im- 
perceptibly as do the rays of the sun into 
vegetation. This p ing divine is in all 
men, for the light shineth in darkness, and 
the darkness comprehendeth it-not’; but, 
like the gentle, all-embracing sunlight which 
fills and animates our natural universe, 
raises’ some into the life of the angels, be- 
cause of their receptivity, and in others it is 
received as in the sun’s rays by rank and 
noxious vegetation: but it is the same gen- 
erous sun which shines upon all—flower and 
weed alike. Unless, therefore, man opens

ment, but in the unfold of the internal 
signification of the sacred Seriptures. Jesus 
came as the Word, and is the Word; conse- 
quently, his coming in the clouds of Heaven 
means the revelation of divine truth from 
Heaven (given through Swedenborg), which 
at first would be misty and not clearly per- 
ceived, but would grow brighter and bright- 
er, ‘clearer clearer with time.

ROBERT G. INGERSOLL. 
His VIEWS ON THE RELIGIOUS OUTLOOK. 
The Washington correspondent of the 

Brooklyn Eagle called on Col. Iugersoll one 
evening last week, and after a chat on pol- 
ities and things in general, the conversation 
branched off into a religious vein by the 
correspondent asking the Colonel what was 
going on among the churches that was 
worthy pf note, 

“Well,” said the Colonel, “from what 
little J learn there has not been much doing 
during the last year. There are 526 Congre- 
gational churches in Massachusetts, and 200 
of these churches have not received a new 
member for an entire year, and the others 
have searcely held their own. In Llinois 
there are 483 Presbyterian churches, and they 
have now less members than they had in 
1879; and ot the 483, 183 have not received a 
single new ‘member for twelve months. A 
report has been made, under the auspices of 
the Pan-Presbyterian Council, to the effect 
that there are in the whole world about 3,000,- 
000 of Presbyterians. This is about one 
fifth of 1 per cent of the inhabitants of the 
world. The probability is that of the 3,000,- 
000 nominal Presbyterians, not more than 
200,000 or 300,000 actually believe the doc- 
trine, and of the 200,000 or 300,000 not more 
than 500 or 600 have any true conception of 
what the doctrine is. As the Presbyterian 
Church has only been gble to induce one- 
fifth of 1 per cent of the people to even call 
themselves Presbyterians; about how long 
will it take, at this rate, to convert man- 
kind? The fact is, there seems to be a general 
luil along the entire line, and just at present 
very little is being done by the orthodox peo- 
ple to keep thei fellow-citizens out of hell.“

tors so carefully described?” 

“Tl am afraid that the old idea is dying out, 
and that many Christians are slowly giving 
up the consolations naturally springing from 
the old belief. “Another terrible blow to the 
old infamy is the fact that in the revised New 
Testament the consoling word hell has 
been left out. I am informed that in the re- 
vised New Testament the word Hades has 
been substituted. As nobody knows exactly 
what Hades means, it will not be quite so 
easy to frighten people at revivals by 
thi atentng them with ‘something that 
they don’t clearly understand. After 
this, when the impassioned orator 
cries out that all the unconverted 
will be sent to Hades, the poor sinners, in- 
stead of getting frightened, will begin to ask 
each other whatand where that is. It will 
take many years of preaching to clothe that 
word in all the terrors and horrors, pains and 
penalties, and pangs of hell. Hades is a com- 
promise. it is aconcession to the philosophy 
of our day. It is a graceful acknowledgment 
tothe growing spirit of investigation that 
Hell, atter all, 1s a barbaric mistake. Hades 
is the death of revivals. It cannot be used 
in song. It won't rhyme with anything 
with the same force that hell does. Itis ai- 
together more shadowy than hot. It is not 
associated with brimstone and flame. It 
sounds somewhat indistinct, somewhat lone- 
some, —a little deslate, but not altogether 
uncomfortable. For revival purpose, Hades 
is simply useless, and few conversions will 
be made in the old way underthe revised 
Testament.“

THE BEAUPLAN OPERA SEASON. 

The first week of the Beauplan opera sea- 
son has finished. It has presented us a re- 
markable répertoire in some respects, for it 
is not often that we are vouchsafed in one 
week the privilege of hearing four such 
operas ag the Huguenots,” the Jewess,“ 
Aida,“ and Robert the. Devil.” The re- 
maining operas, “ Faust,” Trovatore,“ 
and Traviata,“ might well have been left 
to lighter troupes, of the calibre of Her 
Majesty’s. We can hear these operas any 


time, but the really great works which this 


troupe is capable of giving are so infrequently 
performed nowadays that we have a right to 
be jealous when the hackneyed operas are 
given by such a troupe. But it is not alone 
the repertory that has been remarkable. 
This troupe came here almost without previ- 
ous announcement. Its organization had 
buttwo artists who have ever been here, 
Mme. Ambre atid Mme. Lablache, and not 
even the fame of the others had pre- 
ceded them. They were as unknown here 
as the troupes in the provincial towns of 
Europe, ad yet these unknown people, none 
of them specially remarkable in voice, have 
produced these great works, even in their 
entirety, in a manner that has never been 
surpassed and seldom equaled here. It has 
give us a chorus which, though compara- 
tively small in numbers and somewnat coarse 


vigor. and promptness: an orchestra the 
largest and strongest ever yet brought here 
by a traveling troupe, and led by a director 
who, in. spite of some old-fashioned ways, 
leads his players with a vigor, enthusiasm, 
and care for details that are refreshing. In 
these days of careless leading it is pleasant 
to run across a conductor who thinks it 
worth while in the entr’actes to make sug- 
gestions to his pl. yers to see that they are in 
tune and keep them in good form. However 
Frenchy or antiquated he may bein his man- 
ner, he makes his men play, and has 
seme concern for tone, tune, and time, 
as well as for expression,—qualities 
which are not considered specially interest- 
ing or desirable by many conductors who 
have been here. This troupe has also given 
us a careful attention to the mise en scene, 
scenery which is fresh and well painted, 
costumes in keeping with the demands of the 
operas, and properties and stage equipments 
which have greatly hightened the effects of 
performances, and last of all a ballet, fair in 
quantity and quality, which has enabled the 
management to produce all the music of the 
operas as written. Combining all these 
points, and then considering that each and 
every one of the troupe, from prima-donna 
down to the feeblest chorister, have striven 
earnestly and honestly to do their best work, 
that there have been no jealousies in the 
troupe, all working harmoniously together, 
no d room squabbles, no artist walk - 
ing through his because associated with 
sone other artist with whom he was not on 
good terms, no pulting and hauling like the 
animals in a menagerie, the reason why this 
troupe, which came here so modestly, with 
unknown artists, has succeeded so much 
better than the high-sounding and fulsome- 
ly heralded troupes which have been here 
lately, becomes apparent. The “ Huguenots” 
has never been given so well here, and yet 
we have had great artists in this powerful 
dramatic music. The same claim can 
made for the Jewess and Aida,” both of 
which are built upon the same dramatic 
standards. We have had these operas done 
here with strong artists and powerful cho- 
ruses in numbers, and yet they have fallen 
far short of the performance by this unos- 
tentatious troupe. Much of this may be due 
to the superior dramatic ability of the French, 
as well as to their natural spirit, enthusiasm, 
and dash, but much more is due to their hon- 
est work and to the absence of that curse to 
opera—the star system, which dispirits 
every one on the stage and clouds every per- 
formance. 

Fine as the musical results of this troupe 
have been, it has not met with that patron- 
age which it so richly merits, though the au- 
diences have constantly increased in num- 
bers as the fame of the troupe has been noised 
abroad. Of course there is a reason for 
this. It is not Lent, for there never yet was 
— 1 4 attractive that the most de- 
vout nten observer might not see, 
if so disposed, nor has it been coun- 
ter attractions elsewhere, because there have 
been none. One cause has been the singular 
notion among some that because this is a 
French troupe therefore of necessity they 
must give operabouffe. This, however, could 
not affect many. Much the larger number 
have staid away because it has not been 
deemed fashionable to go, it being the gen- 
eral rule that really good things are scarcely 
ever fashionable. Had this troupe been 
heralded with a great flourish of trumpets 
and preluded with silly stories of the do 
com Py, and goings of its people; had it 
borne Her ye ged for afigare-head ; had 
it been head by a military Colonel of 
pompous mien and a son whose occupation 
was to “court an amorous looking glass; 
had its “stars” been a prima-donna capable 
of showering trills, shakes, and runs, and or- 
nate cadenzas in bewildering profusion upon 
an audience, and without any other special 
qualification, and a tenor spoiled by his own 
suee and degenerating from an artist to a 
vacillating singer; had there been elaborate 
descri of toilets; had the old 
hackneyed, worn-out works of 
lighter Italian school been offered, and 
had all this been mixed up with fuss, fur- 
belows, fritter, and humbug, society would 
have broken its neck to get to McVicker’s

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were well sustained all day. What few 
intervals of weakness disclosed themselves 
were speodily covered up. Prices were ud- 
vanced in some cases, but brokers report very 
light purchases by the public. The cliques are 
still the largest holders of stocks. It was re- 
ported that all the stocks were being sold by 
the bears that the market would take, and es- 
pecially that Keene, who hud received so wide- 
spread an advertisement on Friday in having 
turned bull, was selling Lackawanna very heav- 
lly. It was also rumored that he was 
unloadm the Delaware & Hudson which 
he bought on Friday. The selling 
of Chesapeake & Ohio was reported. All 
kinds of unfavorable statements about the 
Granger roads are in circulation. There are 
known to be extreme branches on the North- 
western road on which trains have not been over 
since Nov. 1. The St. Paul is declared not to 
have earned its operating expenses and fixed 
charges since Jan. 1. Notwithstanding the de- 
nial that the road borrowed money to pay its 
dividend, it is believed to be in debt to President 
Mitchell for necessary advances. The truth 
about St. Paul and Northwestern may be safely 
put down as follows: Both roads have suf- 
fered - severely from the interrupuon of 
traffic and the increase of operating ex- 
penses. Their stocks are, of course, not 
worth as much as they would have been if these 
losses had not been incurred; but nothing that 
has as yet happened impairs the ability of either 
road to earn dividends on both common and 
preferred stock. In other words, some worse 
disaster than has yet come, such a catastrophe 
as a failure of the spring wheat crops, must be- 
fall these roads before their value will be seri- 
ously changed. Nosuch failure of crops can be 
predicted at this early day. 

It was officially announced that Western Union 
would be quoted till further notice dividend on, 
not off.

THE NEW PITCHING RULES. 

It remains to be seen what effect the plac- 
ing of the pitcher’s position five feet further 
away from the home-plate will have upon 
the game in general. The change was made 
with a view to increasing the batting, and 
there is every reason to anticipate that such 
will be the result. The increased distance 
traversed by the ball gives the batsman a 
longér time in which to make up his mind 
whether he will strike or not, and this is 
surely a great point gained for the batsman, 
who has heretofore been compelled to rely 
more upon a sort of trained instinct than a 
definit decision regarding the exact wherea- 
bouts of the ball when delivered by a swift 
pitcher with varying curves. Heavier bat- 
ting will add to the difficulties of fielding, 
and give the game a greater amount of action 
than before, and hence will bea notable im- 
provement. The pitcher is not without his 
compensations. First, and perhaps most im- 
portant, will be the additional fielding 
chances afforded him by reason of his being 

laced five feet further away from the 

tsman, the effect of which will be to reach 
batted balls which formerly shot past him. 
Then, being placed. five feet nearer the exact 
centre of the — pe op Ba is relatively nearer 
to first base, and will therefore be able to hold 
runners closer to that base what time the 
ball remains in his hand,—an advantage 
which will in part, if it does not wholly, off- 
set the increased chance of stealing second 
base because of the greater length of time 
consumed in the passage of the ball from 
pitcher to catcher. Much of this is necessa- 
rily theoretical, and must remain so until the 
effect of the change has been demonstrated 
in regular games. Of one thing, however, 
the patrons of base-ball may be reasonably 
certain, and that is of increased batting and
